In 1S30 he w«nt to Kentucky on 
a political mission and remained there to become the 
editor ef the Louisville Journal, now merged In the 
Courier-Journal. 
Mr. Prentice was considered by 
•any who read his contribution* to the New York 
the leading humorist of the time, but his iterlou* writings and 
well repay reading.

Up- 
on entering the cellar he found twenty 
or thirty gallons of gasoline had ov- 
erflowed fn a large pool on the floor. 
Fearing an explosion, he rushed to an 
open window, and closed it. He says 
the ddo£ was then opened by a negro 
porter and the gases coming into con- 
tact with the lighted cigars in the pool 
room were Ignited, and the explosion 
followed. 


All the Injured are receiving the best 
treatment.

French. Deputy Wants to Know Why 


The Hague is Ignored. 


Paris, Dec. 25.—Baron D'Estournellea 


De Constant has written the foreign 
minister Delcasse 
notifying him the 


\vrlter will interpellate the government 
on the reassembling of the chamber 
concerning the disregard of article 27 
of The Hague convention shown by 
the allied powers in coercing; Vene- 
zuela. 


In his letter D'Estournelles strongly 


supports the contention of the United 
States that the Venezuelan trouble) 
should be referred to The Hague. Aft- 
er pointing out the present is Just the 
contigency contemplated by article 27, 
the writer says: 


"The conflict rests between Venezuela 


and several signatories to The Hague 
convention and the formal obligation 
that France and the 25 other powers 
signed is not only being Ignored but 
we observe systematic interdiction of 
The Hague court by European gov- 
ernments. An explanation has become 
necessaiy. I cannot be objected to by 
the allied powers that Venezuela took 
no part in the conference; and as she 
is asking for a-bitratlon an occasion 
exists for reminding the powers of the 
obligations, they signed and ratified. 
Nor can the reply be made that,the 
states unlike individuals are free to 
observe their engagements and that 
moral obligations exist only for in 
dividual or for the weak, as this point 
of view is precisely contrary to the 
principle of The Hague 
conference 


sought to secure." 


That the Blockade Ceaee Pending 


Negotiations—Latest Phase of 


the Venezuela Question. 


Washington, Dec. 25—No canflrma- 


ion could be obtained in Waajfington 
onight of the report from Caracas 
hat the proposition had been made to 
lastro that all pending differences be- 
ween Venezuela and European gov- 
ernments be submitted to arbitration 
>f The -Hague tribunal.' If as stated, 
he suggestion has come from Wash- 
ngton that the matter should be ar- 
bitrated at The Hague, that conclusion 
probably was reached at a conference 
he president had with Secretary Hay 
esterday afternoon. The dispatch to 
rastro through Minister Bowen. sug- 
gesting arbitration at The 
Hague, 


must have followed that conference. 
The officials here have refused abso- 
utely to say anything on the subject 
since the receipt of the proposal from 
the allies or even give out anything 
bearing on the terms that are pro- 
posed. The Impression here tonight is 
that an early determination 
of 
the 


matter will be reached. 


No matter .by whom the matter Is 


arbitrated, the feeling here Is strong 
that the United States. 
If occasion 


arises, will Insist the existing block- 
ade be called off, while arbitration is 
n progress. The presence of 
the 


blockading fleet along the Venezuelan 
coast is sure to be a menace to peace- 
ful conditions. The greatest objection 
:o a continuance of the blockade pend- 
,ng arbitration will be the loss 
to 


American shipping 
interests which 


this government 
does not 
believe 


should be tolerated. 


ITALY'S STAND. 


Must Come in on Equality With Oth- 


er Nations. 


Rome, Dec. 26.—The only conditions 


which Italy has attched to her accept- 
ance of arbitration of the Venezuelan 
difficulties are that all points in the 
dispute shall be submitted to arbitra- 
tors so that no question shall be left 
undecided, and that Italian claims must 
be considered on an equality with those 
of the other powers.

says:.

ling stated last evening that all except 
129 of the stamped envelopes that were 
lost from the postofllce had been re- 
gained. Mr. Conkling says the envel- 
opes which were reported to the police 
as stolen from the postofllce were lost 
from one of J. W. Bunn & Company's 
delivery wagons and were not stolen. 


It 1* explained that the stamped en- 


velopes for J. W. Bunn & Company 
were delivered to the driver of one of 
the company's wagons, and by mis- 
take the carrier was given 
a box of 


stamped envelopes belonging to one of 
the local banks. 
In the boxes that 


dropped from the wagon was a box of 
the bank envelopes. 


* The boxes, It is said, were found by 
Clifford Brown, a colored boy residing 
in the extreme southeast part of the 
city. The boy believed the envelopes 
were of value and brought a number 
of them to the stamp window In the 
postofflce. At that time the 
stamp

He considered the election 
theie as a call to a duty towatd hla 
church, rsither than aq an opportunity 
for an inciease of salary. We record It 
as our opinion that his value here 
woutd have warranted our meeting the 
ad\ance in salary, if he could have 
been thus retained. Vice-pres, J. N. 
Wlklns»n, who stood next to President 
Taylor, not only In rank, but in length 
of semce, was chosen his succes-or, 
and Mr. J. H. Hill, a graduate of the 
institution, and next in term of sei- 
vice, was made vice-president. Supt. 
J. H. Glotfelter, 
of 
Atchiscn. \vas 


elected to succeed President Wilkinson 
as director of the trafning department. 


The biennial report of the adjutant- 


general has been completed and sub- 
mitted to Gov. Yates. The 
report 


gives a detailed 
statement of 
the 


etiehgth of the Illinois National Guard, 
ts equipment and the like, and makes 
ecommendatlons, 
Which 
Adjutant- 


general Smith believes will add to the 
efficiency of the service. 


After detailing the various branches 


of the service, and speaking In a gen- 
eial way of the equipment 
of each, 


the adjutant-general calls attention 
t,o the fact that while the arms with 
which the troops aie equipped 
are 


fully serviceable foi 
immediate use, 


the belts, haversacks and canteens, are 
badly worn from long 
bervlce and 


should be replaced and new uniforms 
are badly needed. 


Some of the tioops have drilled and 


attended encampments in 
the same 


suits for three years and the adjutant- 
general thinks the men should have 
new uniforms at once 
In the same 


connection he speaks of the 
appear- 


ance of the officers of the militia and 
says "The offlceis of 
the 
National 


Guard uniform themselves 
at 
their 


own expense, and as man» of them 
cannot afford to replace their clothing 
frequently they do not always have 
the appearance of neatness and clean- 
liness desired; nor would It seem Just 
for this department to censure these 
officers as would be done if the state 
furnished the clothing and equipment 
for its officers." 


Allow Money for Clothes. 


Gen. Smith isuggests that the state 


should allow a btated sum, say $12 
per month, to officers for the purchase 
of arms, text books and clothing re- 
quired in the discharge of their duties 
"It appears highly unjust," says the 
adjutant-general, "to expect these men 
to give not only their time and abili- 
ties, but their money to services to 
their state without some remuneration 
in the way of supplying their 
arms, 


books and uniforms." 


Lo*e Much Property. 


The report speaks of the difficulties 


with wHich the office is confronted in 
the matter of accounting for property.
